The comparative figures of pro- 
duction by N. A. C. C. members, 
however, is not available in the gov- 
ernment’s census. 

December production of motor 
vehicles, as reported to the de- 
partment, was 133,178, of which 
105,784 were passenger cars and

N 1927 there were forty motor vehicles registered in the 
| United States to every mile of improved highways of 
every type. This was nearly a 20 per cent. increase over the 
figures for 1926, while over a ten-year period (1918-1927) 
the increase was 130 per cent. 

This means, put another way, that last year each vehicle 
had only a space of forty-four yards in which to operate. 
Apparently the four-wheel brakes received universal adop- 
tion just about in the nick of time.

OMPLETE registrations for November, 1927, covering 
the entire country, now being available, offer in cold 
figures some interesting views of the picture. 

Of the twenty-four makers in the Detroit territory 
only five showed decreases, in which Ford was natur- 
ally the most conspicuous, owing to the shut-down. 
Chrysler showed a decrease of just under 10 per 
cent.; Dodge was debited with one of a little over 1 
per cent.; Flint, Hadson and Willys-Knight showed 
minor losses, as compared with November, 1926. 

Totals for the twenty-four makers, by registrations for 
the month, were 119,791; this compares with 148,341 a year 
ago, showing a total decrease of 28,550 registrations of pas- 
senger cars. 

Chevrolet’s increase was outstanding numerically, with 
8,140 more cars registered than there were in the same 
month a year ago. Pontiac showed an increase of 3,196.

“Neither does it carry with it the slightest threat 
that the election will bring into power at Washington 
an administration that will prove unfriendly to legiti- 
mate business or one committed to unsound economic 
policies. 

“Business men are justified in facing the future 
with hope and confidence, despite the fact that nomi- 
nations will be made, political campaigns conducted 
and a president elected in 1928.” 

On the rock of our Federal reserve system, we may hope 
to weather such minor storms as presidential elections with- 
out fear. Indeed, economists generally believe that 1928 is 
going to be one of the most prosperous years in the recent

To Oppose Compulsory Insurance 
And Gasoline Tax Legislation 


EW YORK, Jan. 23.—Legislative committees of the 
Automobile Merchants’ Association of New York, Inc., 

the Empire State Automobile Merchants’ Association, and 
the Brooklyn Motor Vehicle Dealers’ Association have been 
actively at work since last September in a serious effort to 
safeguard the upward of 3,000,000 motor car owners in this 


state against unfair legislation. 
Last year this body reports it was¢—H_++___—_ 


successful in opposing, if not defeat- 
ing the almost assured gasoline tax. 
This year, the question of compul- 
sory insurance will be strongly 
brought to the fore. 

Lee J. Eastman, who heads the 
New York city as well as the States 
Joint Legislative Committees of 
these allied organizations, and 
those associated with him are 
gathering information and statis- 
tics which will enable them to take 
an intelligent and definite stand 
on the important matters which 
are coming up at this session of 
the legislature. 

The state committee, headed by 
Mr. Eastman, has, through a very 
energetic sub-committee of which 
Harry K. Maples is chairman, stud- 
ied the road program and given con- 


Sideration to the existing revenues | 


of the state and has prepared a pro- 
gram to which it is claimed the 
dealers are prepared to give their 
entire support. 

Definite steps to oppose a gaso- 
line tax were taken as early as 
October 3d, 1927, in a joint meet- 
ing of the Brooklyn Motor Vehicle 
Dealers’ Association and the Auto- 
mobile Merchants Association of 
New York, Inc. This was immedi- 
ately followed, on October 8, by a 
meeting in New York city, of the 
state committee at which mem- 
bers of the Empire State and New 
York Automobile Merchants Asso- 
ciations and the Brooklyn dealers 
discussed the indorsement of a 
constitutional amendment to pro- 
vide that money raised by tax 
levied on the motorist in what- 
ever form be spent upon highways 
only. This body also decided that 
they would go on record as oppos- 
ing compulsory insurance. 

Realizing that the question of a 
gasoline tax and compulsory insur- 
ance law affects industries other 
than the automobile, Mr. Eastman 
invited to the next meeting of the 
special state legislative committee 
at Albany representatives of the 
Farm Grange and Farm Bureau, as 
well as the motor clubs. That their 
interests for the entire state be rep- 





resented, a joint legislative commit- 


tee was formed, headed by Mr. 
Eastman. 
On this same date, committees 


were appointed toinvestigate proper 
motor vehicle fees, the working of 
compulsory insurance laws in other 
| States, the gasoline tax and the 
present and future road programs. 

These committees reported prog- 
ress at a joint legeslative commit- 
tee gathering at the Hotel Astor 
on December 14. 

On January 11, a further meeting 
of the same body was held. At this 
time complete details were given on 
the state highway program and its 
|relation to the gasoline tax.

._ The constitutional amendment, 
providing that all moneys collect- 
ed from taxation against the mo- 
tor car or the motorist be spent 
only on the highways of the state, 
will be presented at the coming 
1928 Legislature. 

This welding of the combined in- 
fluence of the motor vehicle deal- 
ers and owners in the action taken 
by the respective legislative com- 
mittees representing them, is a for- 
ward step, promising to result in 
greater co-operative consideration 
and action.

Committee of Nine Reports Progress 
On Oil Conservation Regulations 





Washington, Jan. 23.—Work of 
the Committee of Nine has pro- 
gressed to a point where it is | 
possible to forecast the general 
outlines of its report to the Fed- 
eral Oil Conservation Board, sug- 
gesting legislation to insure con- 
servation of national petroleum 
resources. 

Indications are the committee's 
report will embrace two general! 
fields—legislation by Congress and | 
uniform action by the state legis- | 
latures. Only minor legislation by 
Congress is believed necessary. 

There seems to be a need for an 
interpretative enactment declar- 
ing that the Sherman anti-trust 
act should not be construed to 
apply to unit pool operation of oil 
fields in the interest of conserva- 
tion or in event of excess produc- 
tion, according to the committee. 
This would remove the threat of 
Federal prosecutions of a conser- 
vation scheme based on the unit 
pool method of operation. 

A second measure needed in Con- 
gress, it is claimed, would be toward 
regulation of production between 
pools. A controversial point is: 
which Federal agency should be 
authorized to regulate in times of 
limited production? The argument 
that this authority should be given 
to the secretary of commerce seems 
most logical, since the Bureau of 
Mines is a part of the Commerce 
Department and that bureau in the 
final analysis would have to make 
decisions. 

In addition to suggested Federal 
legislation it is planned that a 
draft of uniform measure, for adop- 
tion by state legislatures, be sub-

Melbourne.—Economic conditions 
during the last quarter of the year 
were generally unfavorable, with no 
immediate change foreseen. Im- 
ports for the last three months 
probably register a slight increase 
over third quarter. Sales will also 
probably show a slight gain. Sales 
for the entire year are expected to 
be slightiy above the f'#.re for 1926. 
An improvement is noted in stocks 
on hand. Used car situation un- 
changed. New tariffs on motor- 
cycles if ratified will probably effect 


a considerable curtailment in the 
sales of American makes. 
INDIA 
Caleutta.—November imports pas- 


senger cars, 1,382; motorcycles, 125; 
trucks, 507. 
ITALY 

Rome.—Circulation taxes on pas- 
senger automobiles having over four 
cylinders, either privately operated 
or hired trom garages, were reduced 
beginning January 1, reductions 
from old taxes ranging 10 per cent.

power; 10 per cent. to 22 per cent 
approximately on cars thirty-five 
horse power upward.

Batavia.A general feeling of 
optimism prevails over the pros- 
pects for automotive sales during 
1928. Sales during the last half 
of the year are expected to bring 
the total above the record figure 
for 1926. A great improvement ip 
the light and medium truck market 
is anticipated. Extension of bus 
lines is proceeding steadily. Imports 
of motorcycles during 1927 were 
double those of 1926. The last 
quarter of 1927 was featured by im- 
portant dealer changes in low price 
car class. Improved arrangements 
for financing dealers, more exten- 
Sive sales efforts and sound busi- 
ness condi were responsible for 











the present automotive market. 
JAPAN 

Tokio. — The automotive trade 
continues to be « of the few bright 
spots in bu and sales during 
the last qu nave been con- 
siderabiy better than expected in 
most lines. Sales of medium-priced 
passenger cars are expected to show 
some improvement over the third 
quarter, while sales of high-priced 


cars have been remarkably good. It 
is estimated that new car sales dur- 
ing the year 1927 will total approxi- 
mately 16,000 units, or a gain of 
33 1-3 per cent. over 1926. This is 
a very fine showing, since business 
conditions were less favorable 
than during the preceding vear. 
RUSSIA 

Moscow.—The Amo Company are 
planning to manufacture 1,500 auto- 
mobiles during the fiscal vear 
1928-29. At present this plant manu- 
factures trucks having a capacity 
of one and a half tons and patterned 
after the Fiat type, and produced 
425 units during 1927. The Yaroslay 
plant is planning to increase the 
manufacture of trucks of three-ton 
capacity from 120 to 250 units a year. 
They produced 60 units in 1927. It 
is also planned to start manufacture 
of passenger automobiles of the 
Nami type, with annual output of 
380 units. 

The number of automobiles in 
Russia during the year 1926-27 was 
21,038 (including 5,180 under repair), 
as against 20,634 in the preceding 
year. The state organizations con- 
trolled 77.9 per cent. of these auto- 
mobiles; co-operatives, 6.6 per cent. 
and private individuals 15.5 per cent. 
During the last year the number of 
automobiles owned by private indi- 
viduals was on the increase.
